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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 

USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

Claim 76 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Miller 
U.S. patent No. 4,048,030 in view of Hall U.S. patent No. 4,474,620. 

Miller teaches electrochemical purification of water wherein the water is passed 
through the housing of an electrolytic cell, the housing being provided with bacterial 
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filtration means 12 (see for example Fig. 4 and column 7, line 35 through column 8, line 
7). 

Hall teaches the known and expected use of gravity flow for facilitating water 
movement within water purification apparatus, including through ion exchange beds. 
The gravity feed configuration provides for water treatment without the need for 
mechanical flow supplementing means to force the water through the system thereby 
simplifying the system while maintaining a constant level of treated water on demand 
(see column 2, lines 5-10). Such a configuration allows for a more compact, portable 
system and automatic treatment of the water at user demand (see column 4, lines 20- 
36). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to construct the 
water purification system of Miller, with a gravity feed configuration as taught in Hall 
because it would simplify the construction there of by eliminating the need for external 
pumping means, thereby making the system itself more compact and feasibly portable. 

Claim 76 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Beckley 
U.S. patent No. 4,265,727 in view of Hall '620. 

Beckley teaches a system for the disinfection of water with an electrochemical 
cell. Liquid is fed from a source through filter means into the upper end of an 
electrochemical cell, with treated water exiting from the bottom thereof. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to construct the 
water purification system of Beckley, with a gravity feed configuration as taught in Hall 
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because it would simplify the construction there of by eliminating the need for external 
pumping means, thereby making the system itself more compact and feasibly portable. 

It further would have been obvious to contain all of the system components, 
namely the filter and the electrochemical cell, in a single housing as the integration of 
cooperating portions of a system into a single housing is well supported by case law as 
being merely a matter of obvious engineering choice. In re Larson , 144 USPQ 347 
(CCPA 1965), In re Lockhart 90 USPQ 214 (CCPA 1951).
